Britain Severs 
Diplomatic Ties 
To Amin Regime 


LONDON, July 28 (AP).—Britain broke diplomatic relations with 
the govermment of President Idi Amin in Uganda today after years 
of strained relations capped by mutua] suspicions stemming from 
the July 4 Israeli commando raid at Entebbe Airport, 

“I have taken this decision with deep regret,” Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland said in the House of Commons as he announced 


the break-off in relations with the former British colony. 


“Uganda, 


is still studying the implications involved in the British announce- 


ment,” Marshal Amin said in the 
first Ugandan reaction to the 

Addressing his “Special Suicide 
Regiment,” the marshal said that 
“British nationals who have 
chosen to stay in Uganda should 
follow the situation in its present 
perspective... and not, listen to 
mass media.” 

Tt was the first time in 30 
years that Britain has severed 
ties with another country—the 
last was Albania in 1946—and ie 
first time it broke relations with 
a Commonwealth nation. 

After IsraeH commandos raided 
Entebbe Airport and freed more 
than 100 hijack hostages, Marshal 
Aniin expelled the British High 
Commissioner in Uganda, James 
Horrock, charging that Mr. Hor- 
rock had advance knowledge of 
the raid. Israel has said that it 
had not Informed any foreign 
nation of its plans. 

Tension between Britain and 
Uganda increased further when 
15-year-0ld Dora Bloch, a hijack

Kampala 
cast doubt on Marshal Amin's 
veracity by saying that he had 
seen Mrs. Bloch in Uganda after 
the Israeli raid. The consul, 
Peter Chandley, was subsequently 
expelled by the Ugandan leader. 

British-Ugandan relations be- 
came strained in 1972 when Mar- 
shal Amin ordered the expulsion 
of thousands of Asians who had 
immigrated from other British 
Commonwealth nations. 

Be periodicaily denounced the 
British press and the British 
Broadcasting Co? and last year 
ordered the arrest of British au- 
thor Denis Bills for making un- 
flattering comments about him 
in an unpublished manuscript.

Vatiean, Spain Sign Accord 

VATICAN CITY, July 28 (AP). 
~The Vatican and Spain today 
signed an accord revising the 
1958 concordat governing rela- 
tiens between Spain and the 
church, the Vatican announced. 

The accord was signed by Jean 
Cardinal Villot, Vatican secretary 
of state to name Spain's bish- 
Aguirre, Spain’s foreign minister. 

An announcement in Madrid 
yesterday said the revised con- 
cordat included the renunciation 
of the right of the Spanish chief

Spain's rights in the election 
of bishops were granted by the 
Papacy ia the 16th century.

“But the possible partners of 
the Christian Democrats are 
waiting, not listening They 
regard the Ford administration as 
a lame duck.

The Communists, too, are 
watching the U.S. elections, as 
well as the West German voting, 
in October. They are hoping far 
a drastic shift in U.S. policy of 
opposition to a cabinet role for 
them and they continue to play 
ἃ role of moderation, content with 
the progress already made and 
the prospect of more to come. 


Other Reasons 


Apart from the issue of the 
U.S. elections, the smaller non- 
Communist parties, such as the 
Socialists, Social Democrats and 
Republicans, have other reasons 
for withholding their support and 
forcing the Christian Democrats 
to rely on the Communists, 

The Socialists, upset over their 
election losses, are fighting in- 
ternally, The Social Democrats, 
whose. former leader, Mario Ta~ 
nassi, has heen mentioned in the 
Lockheed scandals, do not want 
to listen to Washington because 
they feel it “pays and tells.” 
And the Republicans are upset at 
the Christian Democrats and see 
themselves as the eventual bridge 


between the two major parties. ° 


The next phase could well be 
sub-cabinet: posts in the govern- 
ment for the Communists and, 
eventyally, the “historical com- 
promise” that would bring them 
into = cabinet with the Chris- 


The United States is, mean- 
while, telling all the non-Com- 
munist parties of what if sees 
as the danger in a process that 
may prove difficult to reverse. 
And they have been put on notice 
of the implication of making 
more concessions by Helmut 
Schmidt, the West German Chan~ 
cellor, who has reported that 
‘West Germany, the United States, 
France and Britain have reached 
an informal understanding to bar 
new aid to Italy if the Com- 
munists join the cabinet, 

As it is, however, the Com- 
munists are doing quite well 
outside the cabinef. If the small- 
er parties, which hold the key 
votes in the Chamber of Deputies. 
come around later and join with 
the Christian Democrats, the 
Communist momentum may slow.

Phobos, Tiny Moon of Mars, 


Survived Great Meteorites

PABADENA, Calif, July 28 
(WP).—The Viking-1 spacecraft, 
still in orbit, has photographed 
the moon of Mars called Phobos 
that is so amall and so heavily 
cratered that scientists wondered 
how it was still there 

“This moon is saturated with 
craters, new ones lying on top of 
alder ones on top of even bigger 
older ones,” said Dr. Thomas 
Duxbury of the Jet Propulsion 


Laboratory where the Vikfng ἡ 


mission is being directed. “How 
this little moon ever survived 
these significant impacts we just. 
don't iknow.” 

‘The photograph of Phobos was 
taken by the orbiting Viking 
from a distance of about 5,000 
miles, So clear and detailed is 
the picture that if shows more 
than 100 individual craters on the 
surface, which is only 14 miles 
across. 

At the north pole is 2 huge 
hole that makes Phobos look as 
if @ bite hag been taken out. 

Near the top is a large crater 
marked on either side by two 
smali craters, creating what Dr. 
Duxbury called a “Mickey Mouse 
shape.” At least six craters on 
the tiny moon measure more than 
& mile across, caused by meteor- 
ites that crashed into Phobos at 
some time in the last 3 billion‘ or 
4 billion years. 

The face of Phobos seen in 
the picture is the same one pho- 
tographed in 1971 and 1972 by 
the Mariner-9, first spacecraft to 
fly in orbit around Mars. 

“This means that Phobos always 
shows its same side to Mars,”

July 28 (AP).—The 
Société Générale bank atimitied 
safe deposit box holders ‘to its 
vault today for the first time 
since ἃ gang iunneled into the 
vault July 16 and stole an esti- 
meted $10 million in cash, gold 
and jewelry. 

Bank officials said thst they 
still did not have ἃ complete in- 
ventory of the contents of the 
rifled stroncboxes. The bank put 
an advertisement in several 
newspapers today asking box 
owners it has not been able to 
reach to get in touch with the 
bank as svon as possible. 

The thieves also took the 
bank's own currency reserve, 
weekend receipts of many Nice 
stores and hotels and the con- 
tents of about one-tenth of the 
vault's 4000 safe deposit boxes.

‘The MIA Families 


The presence in Washington of the fam- 
Mies of servicemen still regarded as missing 
im action in the Indochina war prompted us 
to look again into the reasons why so little 
progress has been made in easing the agony 
and heartache of these unfortunate people. 
What we discovered was that a potentially 
fruitful diplomatic effort to obtain an ac- 
counting of the missing in action. within the 
larger framework of the overall normaliza- 
tion of relations with Vietnam. had been 
launched earlier this year. And what we 
also discovered was that this effort had been 
torpedoed last spring by a squalid exchange 
of highly political pronouncements between 
President Ford and challenger Ronald 
Reagan in the heat of the presidential 
primaries. 

Immediately after the Communist victory 
in Saigon in April, 1975, the MIA issue was 
neglected. But a tentative policy of mutual 
gestures was begun and, partly under pres- 
sure from the families of the missing, and 
pressure from the House Select Committee 
on MIAs—a group formed last September to 
agitate the question—the Ford administra- 
tion in March authorized talks with the Viet- 
namese on the MIA issue and other issues 
in dispute between Washington and Hanoi. 
On March 31. however, candidate Reagan 
tore into Mr. Ford for seeking to establish 
“friendly relations” with Hanoi. “To make 
it more pajatable,” Mr. Reagan went on, “we 
are told this might heip us to learn the fate 
of the men still listed as missing in action.” 
One could have hoped that Mr. Ford would 
have allowed the utter cynicism and insen- 
sitivity of this line of attack to speak for it- 
self. But. no: Mr, Ford apparently felt the 
need to lash back with a statement that, 
among other things, called the Vietnamese 
“international pirates.” The Vietnamese 
promptly fired back a blast of their own. 
specifically taking umbrage at Mr. Ford's 


choice of epithets. No talks, apparently, 
were ever held. 


Needless to say, at the annual meeting of 
the league of families in Washington over 
the weekend, neither Mr. Ford nor Mr. Rea- 
gan acknowledged what had been going on. 
Mr. Ford made 2 personal appearance to say 
his administration was “employing every 
effective means to account for your loved 
ones." Mr. Reagan. playing to the league's 
well-known distrust of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, fired an unusually cheap 
shot, promising. if elected. to appoint a 
secretary of state who would take “every 
reasonable and proper step” to satisiy the 
families. Neither acknowledged having 
played on the feelings of the families for his 
own political advantage. Hypocrisy and de- 
ception reigned. 


‘The families need to understand that the 
important issue is not whether their men 
are shifted irom MIA status to a status of 
presumptively dead. That affects Cowers: 
the benefits to the next of Kin but there is 
no reason to think it would affect Vietnam's 
readiness to tender an accounting. The 
Vietnamese clearly are using-the MIA issue 
as ἃ bargaining chip in the most cynical 
way. It is about all they currently have in 
the way of an inducement for the United 
States to stop barring their way to the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, and the World 
Bank and the United Nations—in brief, to 
the international community. Mr. Ford did 
not have the political courage to proceed 
down the road of negotiations toward this 
sort of “normalization” in the face of Mr. 
Reagan’s harassing fire. Mr. Reagan did 


not have the sensitivity or the sense of 
responsibility. whichever it was, to allow the ° 


administration room for maneuver. The 


families are paying the price for this reck- 


less self-indulgence on the part of the two 
Republican candidates for president.

Shockwaves in Japan 


The arrest ef Japan's former premier, 
Kakuei Tanaka, is the most dramatic indi- 
cation yet of the heights to which the rot 
of corporate bribery may have spread in 
world trade. No wonder the ruling Liberal 
Democrats of Japan were so nervous about 
the unfolding disclosures of Lockheed Alr- 
eraft's multimillion-dollar payoffs, a nervous- 
ness shared by U.S. government investigators 
who presumably were aware of a possible 
Tanaka link to the web of corruption. 


The internal political struggie in Japan, 
less than five months away from an elec- 
tion, Is bound to be inflamed by this devel- 
opment—though the impact could go either 
way. It was a Liberal Democratic govern- 
ment that pursued the Lockheed investiga- 
tion to Tanaka's front door. The former 
leader, moreover, had headed an opposition 
group inside the party to challenge Premier 
Miki’s lackluster leadership. In a stroke, a 
possibly formidable opponent would seem to 
have been neutralized, though the cynicism 
in Japan runs so deep that already there 
are charges that Tanaka has simply been 
set up by his party rivals as a politically 
convenient scapegoat. 


The immediate lesson to be drawn is sim- 
far to that of the Watergate experience: The 
political system has not been so hopelessly 
corrupted that official wrongdoing—if that 


ts what occurred—can be indefinitely covered 
up. And considering the frailty of democ- 
racy in Japan, the Miki government, what- 
ever its immediate motives, has to be com- 
mended for its bold action. 


The Tanaka arrest also has meaning 
for the United States, a timely counter- 
balance to a disturbing attitude that has 


been’ making inroads in government and ~ 


business circles—the belief that bribery and 
shady payoffs are such an entrenched part 


of international commerce that only. the 


naive expect any real improvement in cor- 
porate ethics. This attitude was epitomized 
in the degrading statement by the head of 
8 leading managerial consultants firm, as 
quoted recently in the Wall Street Journal; 
the current anti-bribery drive in Congress 
and elsewhere, he reportedly stated. is 
nothing but “a bunch of pipsqueak moralists 
running around trying to apply U.S. puritan- 
ical standards to other countries.” 


Fortunately for themselves and the na- 
tion as a whole, many of the most influen- 
tial business executives do not share this 
contemptuous view. In Japan as well as 
the United States, enforcement of allegedly 
“puritanical” standards makes ultimately 
for decent business and poiitieai relation- 
ships alike.

The Whale Quotas 


Some hope that the whale might yet be ~ 
saved from extermination has at last been 
raised by action of the International Whal- 
Ing Commission at its recent session. While 
the U.S. proposal for a 10-year moratorium 
on killing of whales was again turned down. 
the commission actually has succeeded in 
reducing the overall quota by about 40 per 
cent from a year ago—-now down te 26,600 
for ail species of whale in all oceans. 


The quotas are supposedly based on the 
take that each species can biologically stand: 
but data are unreiiabie and the new quotas 
may still be dangerously high. and probably 
are. The moratorinm 15 in fact the only 
safe approach to salvation of the most in- 
telligent species. after man. in the animal 
kingdom. 

Such progress as has been made is a trib- 
wte not only to the pressures of the U.S. 
government but. perhaps even more. to those 
of the American people. Japan took a cava- 
Her attitude abont quotas up to two years 
ago and seemed whoily unpersuaded that 
groups of citizens in the United States would 
care whether or not whales continued to 


inhabit the oceans of the world. But Japan 
has since been showing a progressively no- 
ticeabie change in its perception of the se- 
Fiousness with which much of the world 
views this problem. 


The Japanese. like the Russians, two years 
ago took advantage of their technical right 
to ignore the quotas fixed by the commis- 
sion majority: but they accepted last year's 
~-as thelr foreign minister said, “without 
any reservations.” They are thought Ukely 
to do so again this year. The hoycott of 
Japanese products by private U.S. grouns— 
and the threat of its spread—persuaded the 
Tokyo government that a sentiment it may 
have thought was quixotic was nonetheless 
real and deeply felt. 

Member governments of the [WC have 
until Sept. 30 to decide whether or not they 
will accept the quotas fixed at the June 
meeting. The Seviet Union, which is among 
the leading whale killers. perhaps can -also 
be persuaded. as the Japanese have been. 
that. survival of the fabulous whale is not 
a passing fiignt ef fancy but a matter of 
continuing deep and serious world concern.

THE TRACK 
4 Day in the Life of Belmont Park 


By Btil Surface. 


Macmillan. 


228 pp. $9.95.

I used to be my naive belief 
that a bettor at a thorough- 
bred race track had a decent shot 
at fmishing in the money, ¢- 
Pecially if he had an eye for 
horseflesh or a knowledge of the 
various jockeys. Bui after read- 
ing Bill Surface'’s “The ‘Track: A 
Day in the Life of Belmont 
Park.” I'm convinced the chances 
of picking a winner depend on 
blind, obstinate luck. For accord- 
img to Surface the variables in 
any given horse race are not 
only infinite but also inscrutable. 
Just think what would influence 
the outcome of the second race 
at Belmont on any given after- 
noon. 

The No. 2 horse, αὶ favorite, 
might have a sponge up one 
nostril, stuck there by some 
scoundrel to impede his breath~- 


ing, or the No. 8 horse, αὶ long . 


shot, could have red pepper and 
ginger under his tail to give him 
ἃ bit of 8 prod. Or perhaps the 
No. 6 horse, Down and Dirty, 
isn't really Down and Dirty at 
all, but Salivater, a superior 
“ringer” slipped Past the track's 
Investigator by a syndicate Iook- 
ing to pull off betting coup. 

ΤᾺ other words, Surface, a vet~ 
@ran racing Journalist, has given 
us 8. very inside look at thorough- 
bred racing. And while I don't 
seriously mean to suggest that 
the aforementioned hanky-panky 
goes on much any more tin fact, 
there are track veterinarians who 
routinely check the nostrils and 
tails of every entry, and identi- 
fiers to make sure that Down 
and Dirty is really the horse his 
trainer says he is), still, the 
chicanery that does go on im 
Surface's view of the turf is suf- 
ficient to give anyone pause the 
next, time he considers placing a 
Uttle wager. 

What's more, even if some of 
the entries aren't hopped up with 
some new, undetectable stimulant

BRIDGE 


At a low level. a redouble can 
have three conipletely different 
mranings, depending on the type 
of double. If the double is for 
penalties, a redouble is normally 
an SOS, urging partner to seek 
& more sheltered spot. If the 
double is negative, the redouble 
should show some measure of 
support; Some experts play that 
it promises a top honor, and 
therefore a raise denies one. 

By far the commonest redouble.

must lose three or four pounds 
every day, or more than 18,000 
pounds over the years): or how 
race horses get their sometimes 
strange names fAlired Gwynne 
Vanderbilt is famous for imag- 
inative puns on his horses’ blood- 
lines; the great Dr. Fager was 
named for a surgeon, Dr, Charles 
Fager, who removed a biood 
clot. from his trainer's brain). 
And if you grow tired of human 
knavery. there are always the 
horses’ personalities to consider, 
It seems that half the problems 
of training horses to be winners 


-involye ironing out the quirks in 


their personalities, Some horses 
can't bear to run behind the 
leader, while others can't stand 
to find themselves alone in first 
place ‘one nearly suspects these 
of having Oedipus complexes). 
Dr. Fager liked to be first so 
much that after winning @ race 
he used to bare his teeth at his 
rivals as if he were intentional- 
ly mocking them. Indeed, so live- 
ly and various are the equine 
personalities we meet in “The 
Track" that I was puzzled as to 
why the author refers to them 
by “which” instead of “who” (but 
then Surface’s prose is in general 
so unwieldy that it is all the 
more 2 tribute to his material 
that “The Track” is so readable. 

Surface closes by quoting a 
trainer who says, “I'd rather 
have me @ bad day on the track 
than 8, goddamn good day off it 
somewheres else.” One virtue of 
this book is that it explains why 
this particular trainer feels that 
way. But an even greater virtue 
is that it also makes clear why, 


‘unless you are very Savvy or 


know 8.5 much as Surface does 
about what goes on behind the 
scenes of thoroughbred racing, 
your days at the track are al- 
most bound to be bad.
